Winchester Views Crime 
And Gun Control 


The increase in national crime is a 
result of sweeping cultural, socio-eco- 
nomic and techological changes. Its 
causes and solutions are highly com- 
plex. It is not possible to single out any 
one element of the problem and advance 
a simplistic solution. 

The anti-gun movement has many 
social and cultural roots. We think the 
typical ‘‘anti-gun citizen’ is a person 
seriously concerned about violent crime 
and its effects on our society — fearing 
for himself, his family, his neighbors and 
his community. His rationale is likely to 
be simple and basic: since most violent 
crimes involve guns, the elimination of 
guns would eliminate most violent 
crimes. 

In point of fact, the so-called ‘‘pro- 
gun” and ‘‘anti-gun’’ proponents both 
seek common goals: a cure for the 
misuse of firearms in our society and the 
upgrading of the qualily of life in our 
crowded urban environments. In other 
words, the opponents are really allied: 
only their philosophies differ. The real 
issue is the freedom and safety of all 
Americans, whether or not they own fire- 
arms. 

Winchester feels strongly that we have 
acrime problem, not a gun problem. The 
critical task is to separate the criminal 
misuse of firearms from the legitimate 
pursuit of the shooting sports and the 
law-abiding citizens’ right to own fire- 
arms. 

We believe that law-abiding gun 
owners would support additional gun 
control laws if they would help to reverse 
the tragic increase of crime and violence 
in the U.S. today. There are, however, 
already some 20,000 gun laws on the 
books at local, state and federal levels. 
In addition, the Federal Gun Control Act 
of 1968, designed to control the inter- 
state sale and transportation of firearms 
and the importation of uncertified fire- 
arms, has been notably unsuccessful in 
restricting the criminal access to, and 
misuse of, firearms. These laws have 
been almost totally ineffective, simply 
because they have not been enforced. 

As an example, the gun control laws in 
Chicago, Detroit, New York and Wash- 
ington, D.C., are among the most 
stringent in the nation; yet, the murder 
rate and the armed robbery rate in these 
four cities have climbed alarmingly in 
the past decade. 
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Obviously, even the strictest gun con- 
trol laws do not work. Nor will registra- 
tion or confiscation of guns work. These 
are simplistic solutions that reflect a 
poor understanding of the real problem. 
The truth is that the principal misuse of 
guns is by felons, drug addicts, and ad- 
judged mental defectives, an estimated 
75% of whom are repeat offenders. 

There are some 200-million firearms in 
the U.S. owned by 50-million people, and 
at least 40-million of these arms are 
handguns. It is totally impractical, both 
economically and administratively, to at- 
tempt to register or confiscate these 
guns. 

Removal of guns from the hands of 
law-abiding citizens will not decrease, 
prevent or eliminate crime; nor will 
removal of guns eliminate ‘‘crimes of 
passion” involving family or friends. 
Anyone who is angry enough to kill can 
and will do so with the first thing that 
comes to hand, be it a gun, a knife or the 
proverbial ‘‘blunt instrument.” 

In an address before the Law Enforce- 
ment Executives Narcotics Conference 
in April, 1975, the Hon. Edward H. Levi, 
Attorney General of the United States, 
commented on the problems inherent in 
our criminal justice system today. Mr. 
Levi said, in part: 

““.. . To be sure, economic hardship, 
dissatisfaction with the quality of life, 
and deterioration of social institutions 
have had a devastating effect on obe- 
dience to law. These are fundamental 
matters that shape the morale of the 
people.” 

“... Chaos in the criminal justice 
system makes it unlikely today that an 
offender will receive a punishment com- 
mensurate with his crime, and that has 
reduced the deterrent effect of law 
drastically.” 

“. . When people know that the 
odds of punishment for criminal conduct 
decline at every level of the criminal 
justice system because of inefficiency 
and disorganization, the deterrent value 
of punishment is minimal . . .” 

Winchester believes the solution to 
violent gun-related crimes lies in the 
need for a major modernization of our 
judicial system. We have many laws 
specifically designed to punish those 
who use guns improperly. These laws 
must be fully enforced. 

We believe prompt prosecution and 


mandatory unparolable jail sentences 
for any gun-related crime are far more 
realistic solutions to the problem than 
banning guns. We believe the American 
people will ultimately realize that only an 
upgrading of the quality of life, com- 
bined with a thorough renovation of our 
judicial system, can substantially reduce 
the incidence of armed lawlessness in 
Our society. 


OBITUARY 
Warren K. Page 


Warren K. Page passed away sud- 
denly on January 22, 1977. He was 67 
years old. Death came mercifully quick 
while watching TV. It was as he would 
have wanted it. 

To list all of the accomplishments of 
this man would take reams of paper as 
his activities were legion and his ac- 
complishments many. 

Warren served as an educator after 
graduation from Harvard University in 
1931. He served his country with a tour 
as a Navy Lieutenant. 

The former gun editor of Field and 
Stream magazine, and Hunting Hall of 
Fame member also served as the presi- 
dent of the National Shooting Sports 
Foundation, which he founded. 

As a shooter and hunter he won the 
Weatherby Big Game Trophy, mastered 
the sport of benchrest shooting and con- 
tributed in many ways to the improve- 
ment of the skills and accomplishments 
of many hunters and marksmen. 

His book, The Accurate Rifle, was a 
noteworthy accomplishment for it put 
many of the techniques of shooting into 
One package. It was a typical Page 
effort. 

In our sport of benchrest he was a 
pioneer who promoted and participated 
whenever possible. No little credit is due 
him for the present level of the game. 
Many a shooter marks his beginning 
from his meeting with Warren K. Page. 

Warren was a national champion nine 
times during his shooting career. 

Warren is survived by his wife, Martha 
L. Page, a son Kempton H., a daughter 
Kathleen P. Wasiuk, and a grandchild. 

In memory of Warren his wife has es- 
tablished a scholarship in his name.

Benchrest Headlines — 
25 Years Ago 


e A massive straight line precision 


reloading press was unveiled by H.E. 
Payne, president of the Dunbar Giass 
Corporation, Dunbar, West Va. 
Designed by Pane and G.R. Douglas, 
the barrel maker, the press featured 
unparalled stiffness and perfection of 
die alignment. Dubbed the Model 
100, it sold for $39.00. An interesting 
side note is that last July, Andy Fazio, 
that suave New York bench shooter, 
was seen using his ‘‘Dunbar”’ as an 
arbor press for seating his bullets! 

Rod Janson, association director of 
the Northwest region published a 
lengthy article in Shooter’s News ex- 
tolling the virtues of damping ex- 
cessive barrel vibrations via fore-end 
bedding devices. These gadgets 
consisted essentially of one or more 
plastic or metal plugs with which one

could exert variable upward tension 
on the barrel. They never proved to 
be a howling success perhaps 
because of other overriding effects, 
and are unheard of on modern bench 
rest rifles. 

Controversy continued to rage over 
the question of five versus ten shot 
groups at National Matches. Those 
who favored five shot groups claimed 
that ten would wear their barrels out 
too fast. 

A “hot” rifle built by George Morton 
of Richmond, Va. at a cost of $80 
gave 0.48, 0.76, and 1.10” five shot 
groups at 200 yards. 

Warren Page plugged the new bench 
rest shooting sport regularly as gun 
editor of ‘Field and Stream’ maga- 
zine. : 
While not exactly bench rest, it was

reported that a ten inch, ten shot 
group was fired from 1000 yards with 
a 90mm tank gun. The good Colonel 
in charge of the maneuver stated 
emphatically that this feat was ac- 
complished with standard as-issued 
service ammo, not handloads! 

An unintentional error in statistic 
failed to position Harvey J. Shaw, 
Watertown, S.D. in 15th place in the 
1051 bench rest championships. Mr. 
Shaw agg’d 0.551” groups at 100 
yards and 1.064” groups at 200 yards. 
Way to go Harve! 
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PYRODEX PLANT DESTROYED 


February 8, 1977 


A disastrous accident at the Pyrodex 
Corp. plant near Seattle, Wash., killed 
four employees, including Dan Pawlak, 
president of the Company and co-inven- 
tor of Pyrodex, on January 27th. 

The remote, mountain-top plant, 
which had been producing the highly 
successful replica black powder for a 
year, was in normal operation at the 
time. It had been inspected by state offi- 
cials the day prior to the accident, and 
only two minor safety recommendations 
were made, both of which had been 
complied with. The plant, which was 
leased from the State of Washington, 
had originally been built for the 
manufacture of high explosives. More 
than three tons of Pyrodex, in various 
stages of manufacture, flared, destroy- 
ing three production buildings. 
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From the accounts of two employees 
who survived, and the physical evi- 
dence, initiation apparently occurred in 
Building No. 3, used for semi-final pro- 
cessing. Pawlak, who had arrived at the 
plant a few minutes before, had evi- 
dently gone directly to that building 
after speaking briefly with plant man- 
ager, Don Hansen and “‘Buck’”’ Rosbug, 
both of whom escaped unharmed, 
other than minor bruises, and 
burns received in a search through 
burning areas for other survivors. 
Hansen, who was tending the electrical 
generators on the slope just below No. 3, 
which contained more than 3,000 
pounds of partially finished product, 
said he heard a noise like something 
falling against the side of the building, 
followed almost instantly by a loud ex- 
plosion. 

Experts who viewed the scene said 
that something — the cause is not yet 
known—apparently caused part of the 
product being processed to ignite, 
which in turn ignited the remainder of 
the product in the building. At the point 
in the building where the greatest quan- 
tity was located, a portion of the con- 
crete building slab had been pressed 
about three feet into the ground by the 
immense pressure, indicating a possible 
“very low-order detonation.” The con- 
crete was cracked by the force, but — 
contrary to press reports — thefe was no 
shattering or cratering such as caused 
by even small charges of high ex- 
plosives. Pawlak, 30, and Don Huff, 28, 
were in or near that building, and were 
killed instantly. 

The explosion, or extremely rapid 
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burning, of the propellant in No. 3 hurled 
hot or. flaming debris into two other 
buildings, each about 50 yards away, ig- 
niting the product they contained. The 
majority of the product in that area was 
finished Pyrodex, being loaded into a 
van-type truck for transporation to the 
magazines; there were no other explo- 
sions, only extremely rapid burning 
which released massive quantities of 
gases. The drums of Pyrodex in the van 
peeled back its roof and sides, but the 
floor wasn’t distorted or buckled. 

Rosburg was in a lightly constructed 
control shed between the two buildings, 
where he could control the initial pro- 
cessing in No. 1, and observe it on 
closed-circuit television. Although less 
than 50 feet from Building No. 4, where 
the van was being loaded by Barry 
Roberge, 28, and Al Tindall, 53, who 
were killed, Rosburg was protected from 
the intense heat by the plywood walls of 
the shed. 

A company spokesman said the plant 
will be rebuilt in a new location. While 
the new plant is being built, existing 
equipment may be used to complete pro- 
cessing of a large quantity of semi- 
finished Pyrodex now in the magazines, 
which would help alleviate the heavy de- 
mand for the product. Although RS and 
P grades will be in even shorter supply 
for some months, a spokesman for 
Hodgdon Powder Co., the exclusive U.S. 
distributor, said moderate quantities of 
CTG and Cannon grades are available. 
CTG may be substituted in the same 
charges as RS or P in most applications, 
particularly in large bore guns, when 
used with a “‘hot’’ cap or modern primer. 

The Pyrodex spokesman said, ‘“‘We 
cannot begin to express the sense of 
loss we feel due to the deaths of these 
outstanding men. Dan Pawlak was not 
only aclose, personal friend of everyone 
involved in Pyrodex, he was a friend of 
all shooters, for his inventions will help 
make the sport safer and more enjoyable 
for years to come. Dan conceived and 
developed Pyrodex because of the great 
need for a safer product than black 
powder; despite his being killed in this 
terrible tragedy, he succeeded.”’

Bob Brownell dropped me a note 
describing some additional information 
on his product and | would like to pass 
this along to you. 

“| have found that if you really want to 
darken up a spot or run across an area 
that the use of fine steel wool (I general- 
ly use No. 0000 myself) can make a tre- 
mendous difference. Also, Fred, | have 
discovered that when you get the job all 
done and it might look a bit thin, that if 
you will slightly dampen a piece of steel 
wool and make a very faint swipe on any 
area and immediately burnish a larger 
area with a piece of crumpled paper 
towel and proceed over the whole gun 
this way, you get progressively darker 
until the finish is almost a jet and irides- 
cent bluish-black. Will get this in the 
next instructions incidentally.”

| plan to use a Remington 700 which is 
now a 222. 
With the larger diameter P.P.C. case, 
how should | modify the magazine to ac- 
cept these cases? 


To make the P.P.C. cases feed pro- 
perly, the magazine box must be the 
width of the 308 box. 

You will need a 308 size magazine box 
and one of the cast 308 length magazine 
followers to correctly modify your rifle. 

Use your present 222 magazine box 
spacer and silver solder it into the 308 
box. You will then need to shorten the 
308 follower so that it works smoothly 
through the box and use your 222 
follower spring. This makes a smooth 
trouble-free assembly. 

Be sure that you position the spacer 
low enough in the box so that you have 
sufficient clearance for the bolt. Also 
grind and polish a taper on the rear of 
the follower so that your bolt will ride 
smoothly over the follower when work- 


ing the action.

The ri- 
fle is a 1-14 twist. 

During the testing the rifle had 1 1/2” 
of muzzle cut off so weight would be well 
below the 10 1/2 pound limit. It some- 
times would be over the limit, depending 
upon the scale being used. 

| have used the second load listed, the 
24.5 gr. Herters 103 and the 65 gr. 
Detsch bullet with complete satisfaction 
in this rifle. The only problem is that the 
powder is difficult to get.

Thank you for the velocities on the 
6X47. Barrel length of 18 to 20 inches 
does not seem to be important except as 
length affects the slenderness ratio, i.e., 
a long heavy barrel does not produce 
accuracy as good as a short heavy bar- 
rel, at least in the common bench rest 
calibers. Also wind backing ability may 
be improved by a slight reduction in bar- 
rel length. Small changes in velocity can 
alter the minor processing of a bullet 
thus altering the effective frontal area.

Two 
lobe dies and punches are easier to 
make than three lobe. It may also be true 
that the two legged anvil is less elastic 
than the three legged one. This could 
very easily be checked out on a small 
tensile machine. Why don’t you run a 
few measurements and report in Preci- 

sion Shooting?

i have a nice 17 caliber Remington 
built on a Sako Vixen action with 20 inch 
Ackley barrel and Claro Walnut stock. 
The accuracy started off quite well (5 
shots-sub MOA at 200 yards) but it 
began to fall off. 

| finally analyzed the problem as metal 
fouling — the Hornady bullets | had 
begun to use had jackets too thin to 
stand the velocity. The Colorado Custom 
bullets | had used initially did fine but 
were relatively expensive. 

| managed to clean the fouling out 
with a chemical solvent, the recipe sup- 
plied by Mr. Ackley. | learned the value 
of cleaning the 17’s barrel after every 10 
or 15 shots. Herein lies the problem. 

When | built the rifle | got a one piece 
teflon coated cleaning rod and tip for it 
from John Dewey. No wire brushes were 
available. | need a brush with a female 
end to match my rod. If such an item is 
not available | will purchase another 
quality kit if that company offers readily 
available wire brushes. | think | will be 
wearing a lot of these out. Do you know 
of a firm making any good cleaning kits 
for a 17?

What Happened? — 
A Group Analysis

| would be willing to bet that, were it 
possible to take an instantaneous poll at 
any one of the big shoots, over 75% of 
all conversation at that very moment 
would be shooters, with crying towels in 
hand, trying to tell their neighbors what 
happened during the last match. And the 
neighbor, who listened with such ap- 
parent tearful sorrow, would in turn, at- 
tempt to relate what happened to him 
back in match number 3. Ad infinitum. 
“So what happened? Five shot, 200 
yard, groups shown in Figures 1 through 
7 illustrate most of the stories. The only 
‘sad item not shown is an over-the-line 
shot caused by any one of a number of 
mechanical or cerebral malfunctions, or 
both. 


Fig. 1 shows a 0.280” group at 200 yards 
which was good for second place 
against 155 shooters. Nothing wrong 
here. I'd take groups like this all day, as 
would anyone else. The rifle is impacting 
nicely where it should, at or near 6 
o’clock in the ten ring.

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Fig. 2 shows a 0.848” group. Not good, 
but not really bad. The horizontal spread 
was due to one of those sneaky slight 
shifty side to side winds. Note that the 
vertical dispersion is still pretty tight. 


A nasty boisterous left to right wind is in- 
dicated in Fig. 3. The 1.930’’ group was 
due to inexcusably poor management, 
i.e. not watching conditions intently 
enough to compensate for the ongoing 
changes. Also, whatever the author was 
watching was most likely a purveyor of 
prevarications. 


A typical Fassett, Pa. or western prairie 
wind squall which defies all manner of 


human comprehension is illustrated in 
Fig. 4. Occasionally local talent figures it 
out, falls into the outhouse and comes 
out smelling sweet. A 3.151” group is 
better achieved with a Roman sling shot. 
Even the great PPC’s could do no better! 
Don’t rush out to buy a new barrel 
because tomorrow your groups may 
come back to the appearance of Fig. 1. 


What’s this in Fig. 5? The culprit was a 
strong right to left wind across and over 
a high 100 yard back stop causing a 
generous leftward deflection away from 
the ‘“‘mothball.’”” The lonely shot out on 
the right was due to the author’s clumsy 
fingers which were not capable of shoot- 
ing the rifle fast enough. He waited 
hopelessly until the range officer yelled 
“30 seconds’”’ then got caught in the in- 
evitable let-up. Maybe this is why we’re 
now able to buy actions with the bolt 
handle on one side and the loading port 
on the other. Why not a stiff action with a 
magazine? Who needs seven minutes? 
Fred Sinclair doesn’t. Let’s make manual 
dexterity and the ultimate in speed a part 
of the game and let the hot brass fall 
where it may! 


Fig. 6 illustrates what happens when you 
get a little chintzy with your powder, or 
take excessive artistic license with your 
powder measure. The 1.544”’ group 
could have been well under an inch at 
200 yards had a full charge been thrown 
for that low one. Rifles are somewhat 
reluctant to shoot with little or no 
powder in the cases. 
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Ah, the typical puzzle — but not really. 
Impact in Fig. 7 is near 6 o’clock where it 
should be. So what happened? This 
0.772” vertical group and two more like 
it were fired at Johnstown, N.Y. on acold 
rainy morning. Half the experts were get- 
ting the same effect and most of them 
upped their loads about a half a grain to 
correct the problem. 

Now this short profusely illustrated 
composition cannot possibly attempt to 
explain the shape of every group ever 
fired. By now most of us have seen every 
shape there is. And language totally 
devoid of censorship has been used to 
describe the shape of some we wish we 
had never fired. The real message of this 
article is that if you get persistently 
large, crazy looking shapes under good 
conditions look toward your gun, your 
ammo and yourself — not toward the 
sun, the phase of the moon or the latest 
weather report. Come to think of it 
perhaps it was something you ‘‘et.”

the bolt lug recess. The lock is virtually 
impossible to remove by any other 
means than with a key without harming 
the gun’s action.

When | started benchrest shooting a 
little over a year ago, | must admit that | 
spent many anxious hours worrying 
about having the ability to prepare and 
select match cases. | listened to some 
“Old Timers” who stated how their par- 
ticular cases were almost an Act of God, 
while others said that they merely 
reached into a box and ‘“‘dragged out” 
what they needed. Since | was not born 
yesterday, | realized that the truth lies 
somewhere in between, and set out to 
select a method that would give me the 
most uniform cases possible. 

| am sure that the selection of cases by 
any benchrest shooter is as individual as 
the rifle he shoots. Also, I’m aware that 
my method will not meet with the ap- 
proval of the entire benchrest fraternity 
since it is time-consuming. It does, 
however, serve me well. 

Any benchrest shooter, even the 
novice, knows that in order to shoot well 
you must have good equipment — in this 
case proper tools to prepare the cases 
and a good brand of new cases to start 
with. For the brand of cases, | chose 
Federal and have never regretted it. For 
years | have used Federal products and 
have found them to be most uniform. 

One very important step in my case 
selection is to be willing to discard a 
case, at any point along the selection 
process, if | feel that something is not 
quite right. If, and when, this occurs, the 
case is relegated to the ‘‘Foulers” box. 
Since | could not have complete confi- 
dence in such a case, | feel it unwar-

its preparation. 
STEP 1 

Step 1 is to visually inspect each new 
case for any obvious or gross defects, 
such as a primer flash-hole off center. 
Discard any not meeting your standard. 
STEP 2 

The cases are then full length sized on 
my Bonanza Co-Ax press using 
Bonanza Benchrest dies. | usually make 
three passes over the lubed neck with 
the expander ball. This will work harden 
and ‘‘Iron-Out’’ any surface defects in 
the neck area. Other presses and dies 
can be used in this step. 
STEP 3 

The primer flash holes are then 
uniformly reamed using a Wilson Trim- 
mer and shell holder along with a pocket 
reamer made by Fred Sinclair. Not only 
are the flash holes made uniform in size 
but are also centered in the primer 
pockets. The cases are then turned 
around and the flash holes are de-burred 
on the inside with a tool, also made by 
Sinclair. 
STEP 4 

The case necks are turned (for my ri- 
fles) to .010’. with a turner made by 
Heyward Propes of Piedmont, South 
Carolina. This type of turner is available 
from Sinclair, Pindell, Marquart, and 
others. Since it is difficult to reset any of 
these turners, | have one for the 6mm’s 
and one for the 22’s. In this way, | think 
that | can keep all necks turned more 
uniformly. In turning the necks, | use a 
‘Q-Tip’ with Hoppes No. 9 to run inside 
each neck to prevent ‘‘Galling’” on the 
pilot. Each case is turned down to the

junction of the neck and shoulder. For 
me, any case not “‘Cleaning-up” is dis- 
carded. 
STEP 5 

My rifles have short necks so my next 
step is to trim each case to .010” over 
this required length. | do this to attempt 
to keep the overall weight as nearly the 
same as possible. The trimming is done 
on a Wilson case trimmer. 
STEP 6 

The cases are individually weighed 
and the weight recorded on each case 
using a black ‘‘Sharpie’’ felt pen. This 
pen writes well on the cases and can be 
removed later with a bit of lighter fluid. 
During the weighing it is possible to sort 
the case according to its weight. Any 
cases having a weight ‘‘extreme”’ are 
quickly ‘“‘culled out.” 
STEP 7 

| then ‘‘fireform’’ the new cases in the 
chamber using 3-4 grains of ‘“‘Bullseye”’ 
topped off with a full case of ‘‘Quick 
Grits.” A wad of tissue paper pushed 
into the neck keeps everything from 
spilling out when the round is cham- 
bered. (In the event that any of the north- 
ern boys are unable to procure Quick 
Grits, | feel that oatmeal or cream of 
wheat could be used.) 
STEP 8 

The cases are now trimmed to the 
desired overall length. 
STEP 9 

All new cases are then loaded with a 
known bullet and power combination 
that has given good results in this partic- 
ular rifle. Each loaded round is checked 
on my Bonanza Co-Ax indicator and any 
that have a variation of +_0005” are set 
aside to use as ‘‘Foulers.”’ 
STEP 10 

Finally, the new loaded cases are 
given a chance to see what they can do 
under ideal conditions (wishful think- 
ing). Those that somehow print together 
are grouped in lots to be used as match 
cases.
